in submitting the Statement of Accounts for 1909, the Committee beg to draw the 
attention of Subscribers and Donors to the enormous increase in the work of the 
above Society 

In 1908, the Committee had to report an advance of over 50,000 meals above thos 
supplied in 1907. For the year ending $Sist December last, they have to state that 
there has been an increase of nearly 100.000, viz., 241,229 meals were served as against 
146.609 the previous year. 

This large increase is due to the fact that the London County Council has 
delegated to the “ Schools Care Committees’ the task of selecting the necessitous and 
underfed children. But of the meals thus provided 55,510 have had to be dispensed 
free. 

In addition to the cost of this food, the Committee has been compelled to open a 


new kitchen in Everard Street, Commercial Road, as those hitherto in use at Berner | 


Street and Betts Street Schools were no longer available. Additional assistance has 
also had to be provided at both the Butler Street and Deal Street kitchens in con- 
sequence of the large quantities of food that had to be prepared. 

(nder the direction of the London County Council, feeding in School halls has 
been practically abolished, and the children are now fed in various Clubs and Halls 
in the neighbourhood of the respective schools 

The Committee feel most grateful to Miss Miriam Moses and Mrs. L. Frank, who 
have acted as Honorary Kitchen Superintendents, for their valued help. Without 
their loy al co operation it would have been well nigh impossible to cope with the 
work. 

Lhe Committee also tender their thanks to all the ladies who so kindly attend at 
the various halls to assist in serving the meals to the hungry children

At the moment of writing, since the gathering has 
The White Slave not concluded its labours, we are not in possession 
Conference. of a report of the whole of the work of the Jewish 

Conference on the White Slave Traffic. Any 
detailed comment on its results must, therefore, be reserved for our next 
issue. Two facts, however, may even now be postulated with certainty. 
The first is that the assemblage of so many Jews from various countries in 


a common effort to suppress an outrage on the Jewish name must tend to 
hearten those who are engaged in combating the vile business. The second 
is that the mere fact cf 80 many of our people travelling to London on the 
mission in question is, in itself, a testimony to the truth of what we have 
written on this subject and to the necessity that existed for our calling 
attention to the evil. The Jewish communities throughout the world must 
have been deeply stirred by the scandal in their midst if they have con- 
sented to be represented at a conference which all of us must recognise is 
of an exceedingly delicate nature, and one not lightly to be entered upon in 
the presence of a host of enemies. The magnitude of the canker that has 
eaten into the vitals of Jewry was indeed directly attested by Mr. Moro. 
From the experience he had gained during the twenty-one years he had 
been at work he said he was unfortunately able positively to declare that 
the traffic was carried on by Jews and Jewesses to an extent far greater 
than many of them could possibly realise. The facts are undoubted. We 
cannot do better as wise men and women than recognise them and apply 
ourselves, heart and soul, to their mitigation. The assembling of the 
Conference is palpable evidence that this wise course is being pursued. 


To be sure, as we have frequently insisted, the White 
The Root of Slave Traflic is not an essentially Jewish sin. It is not 
the Trouble, ™oopolised by them. It has its devotees in other 


nations who yield little, if at all, in cunning or infamy 
to Jewish malefactors. But the association of Jews in any prominence 


with so vile and disgustiog a calling is so repellant, that we must 
needs strain every nerve to rid the community of the deep stain 
with which the Jew traflicker besmirches it. Beyond that lies the 
terrible knowledge that this monstrous avocation has its roots in 
the oppression to which our race has so long been subjected. The 
economic ruip, the perpetual humiliation and debasement, which have 
been inflicted upon our people, are telling their sordid tale in the 
grim tragedy of women lured to lives of lasting disbonour and 
shame. The atrocities of the Pale are writ large in the streets of the 
world’s great cities, and it is upon the authors of these atrocities— 
the men who are to-day crying out against the lack of ideals among 
Russian Jews—that the shame and the guilt of present-day 
scandals primarily rest. But the very fact that both the agents and 
the victims of the White Slave Traflic are the products of persecution 
strengthens the moral obligation of the race to resist the spread of the 
misfortune by protecting our womankind against its influence. It lies on 
our conscience as Jews to see that the worst of all the results of Gentile 
oppression are restricted as far as lies in our power. At the same time 
these reflections lead us to the master consideration in this deplorable 
evil. We shall never emancipate ourselves from this modern curse until 
the continental persecution ceases. It is in the Russian swamps that this 
moral miasma rises. Until those swamps are drained we shall never 
achieve complete redemption. In this terrible problem—to change 
the metaphor—the supply creates the demand far more frequently 
than the demand creates supply. That supply is created and augmented 
in a dozen ways by those who should be the guardians of national 
chastity. Baron Ginzburg records the hideous fact that Jewesses 
in Russia are frequently obliged to register themselves as_ fallen 
women in order to obtain adwission to certain towns in Rassia. 
If, then, we are to restrict the demand, we must curtail the 
supply. The Russian problem is, in short, no longer a question merely 
for Russia. Every State in the world is interested in seeing that an out- 
rageous system ceases which fills its streets with the slaves and enslavers 
in a hideous traflic. The vile misgovernment of the Russian tyrants is a 
menace to the morals and the purity of civilisation. By all means, methods 
of circumventing the wiles of the White Slave Traflickers must be under- 
taken. By all means must we relax no effort in bringing tocondign punishment 
these arch-malefactors. But, above all, so long as Russian persecution 
remains, it forms a menace to the whole Jewish people in their war against 
the White Slave Traflic, for it foilsevery weapon brought against the terri- 
ble scandal with which it confronts us. If for nothing else then for the 
sake of all that the traffic in helpless human beings means to us, in the 
struggle against Russian persecution no quarter must be given. 


The thick darkness which overhangs the Pale of Settlement 
Stolypin is luridly lit up by our Russian news this week. A Jewish 
Again. deputation, it appears, has been received by the Premier. It 

was kept waiting for two-and-a-half hours, and, after a fifteen 
minutes’ interview, was dismissed without a word of hope. M. Stolypin 
lectured the members of the deputation in his usual style. He repeated 
the preposterous fable as to the part played by Jews in the revolution. 


He bemoaned the lack of religion and ideals among the Jewish young 
men, and he exhorted his hearers to educate their children in 
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the spirit of the Law of Moses and teach them loyalty to the a 
Is it not something beyond sickening cant for M. Stolypin to utter wort 2 
like these to a people whom he helps in keeping in a state of moral an 
physical degeneration ? Is it not piling cruelty on cruelty to jibe at Jews, 
as M. Stolypin does, because, unhappily, they are showing, albeit, to a 
comparatively very small extent, the results of Russian treatment to her 
Jewish citizens? Even the inquisitors refrained from charging as an 
offence against the victims they had upon the rack their deformities 


and their broken bones. With grim callousness M. an 
told the deputation that if Jews rid themselves 0 ry 
mark of the damnable torture while it is yet in fall force 


the good Tsarand his Ministers may graciously forget the past, and “may 
then find themselves in a position to consider the problem from * different 
point of view”! Butas for any definite promises of “better times,” M. 
Stolypin would not hear of them. The Jews ask for bread; and they are 
given a lecture on religion and ideals by the head of the most corrupt, 
unscrapulous, and blood-stained tyranny in history. The mere fact that 
the chief of a system which has the atrocities of Kishineff and“ \ ladimir s 
day "’ to it 3 credit should constitute himself the special advocate of religion, 
is enough to damn all religious sentiment and turn the whole Empire into a 
vast abyss of Atheism and crime. What substance is there in the Premier ~ 
admonition 2 When he blames the Jews for their rebellious spirit, does 
he mean to imply that that spirit is the excuse for the present Oppression . 
If so, why were the Jews. oppressed long before the Russian revolution 
and when they still clung to their ancestral meekness? Why, again, are 
the Jews, cooped up in the Pale, held responsiblé for a revolution which 
broke out many hundreds of miles away and in places,where the 
foot’ of the Jew rarely treads? And even if the Jews had been as 
conspicuous in the revolution as they are alleged to have been, 
what other results canbe expected of a high-spirited people breaking 
under the strain of an endless persecution? If the other Russians 
had changed places with the Jews and the parts been reversed, 
would M. Stolypin then have counselled his compatriots. to follow the 
Law of Moses and be loval to the throne? The Law of Moses teaches the 
Jew to love his fellow-man as himself. But you cannot love a brigand who 
is attempting your life and raiding your property. . You must not show 
respect for a father of a people who outrages the very name. That Jews 
are among those who are endeavouring to rid their country of unparalleled 
tyranny with the only weapons M. Stolypin and his Government have left 
to them, must not in sheer: justice be laid at the door of the Jew. it M. 
Stolypin wishes to exorcise the spirit, of which he makes such by pocritical 
complaint, from the Jews, he should manifest Some inclination, however 
dim, to treat them as human beings. But such an act, ¢.g., as the con- 
tinuance of General Tolmatcheff in his post at Oddessa, is incompatible with 
any such treatment. The latest proceeding of that unmitigated scoundrel 
is to imprison an estimable Zionist, Dr. Sapir, with a gang of common 
thieves, for no more serious offence than the collection of Zionist funds. 
How can the mind of the Jews return to norma! channels of thought when it 
is obsessed by such a perpetual terror as the governance of Tolmatchefl ? 
The time has come for the real facts to be brought once more 
to the notice of Europe and America. Politics have chloroformed 
the conscience of statesmen, and the entente with Eagland has been 
used by the Russian Government as a letter of marque for extending 
its depredations on the Jews unchecked. It was hoped —and we shared in 
what has proved to be the delusion that a diplomatic understanding with 
England would be some guarantee that the infamics of the Russian Govern- 
ment would be mitigated. Unhappily, the Russian subjects—not the Jews 
alone, bat the Jews especially—are to-day in worse case than when King 
Edward visited Reval. We know the ditliculties which present themselves 
when we seek to do something to pat a check on Kussian villany. Our 
coreligionists outside Russia, however, can at least bring the truth to the 
notice of the Press and the public, so that they may know what atrocities 
are perpetrated by a soi disant Christian nation, the political ally of 
peoples to whom Russian tyranny and the crimes of its Government must 
be abhorrent to a last degree. 


There was, by-the-bye, avery illumining letter recently in 
the Spectator fromthe pen of Professor Bernard Pares, which 
should be read by all those who desire to obtain a clear 
view of events in Russia. “If,” says Professor Pares, 
“the patriotic endeavour of the Centre to create the 
desired term between despotism and revolution is to fail, it will not be 
through any want of competence or of spirit, but because the authorities 
are slow to see that creatures of the Purishkevitch kind discredit Russia 
before all reasonable opinion.” The truth of the whole matter is that the 
authorities hug the belief that either the calculated antics of the 
Parishkevitch class will escape notice abroad, or else that they will be 
passed by in the conviction that they are but ordinary convulsions of an 
infant Parliament. In the meantime, the Duma will be discredited in the 
eyes of the Russian nation, and could be continued as a harmless piece of 
futility. In this way the shadow of a constitutional régime could be main- 
tained—to please foreign financiers—while the reality would long since have 
vanished. It is perfectly obvious that this is the plan of the Russian 
authorities. Professor Pares shows how the licensed blackguardism of 
Parishkevitch led to the resignation by M. Homiakoff of his Presidency of 
the Duma. But how does this man continue his campaign with such bold- 
ness and persistency? The answer can only be that he is carrying out 
the wishes of those greater than himself—witness the fact that when, 
some time ago, he was sent to prison for an abominable insult to the Con- 
gress of Women, he was amnestied by the Sovereign. Professor Pares 
declares that the Court influence of the reactionaries has succeeded in 
tying the hands of M.Stolypin and completely arresting all projects of 
reform. But if that be so, it is the duty of M. Stolypin to resign office. 
Unfortunately, as shown by an article in one of the reviews last 
moath, there is reason to believe that the heart of M.-Stolypin 
is bent not so much on reform as on the maintenance of the autocracy and 
the enfeeblement of the Duma. In other words, the Premier and the 
violent reactionaries are working to the same end; though, whereas the 


reactionaries are adopting crude and barbarous methods, the Premier is 
using more subtle devices.

The connection 
of Jews with the British people is affirmed by the tradition that a band of 
Hebro exiles under the leadership of the prophet Jeremiah and Tephi, the 
daughter of Zedekiah, settled in Ireland. Tephi married Heremon, and thus 
the pedigree of King Edward LL. is traced back to David, King of Israel and 
Judah. DBaronius, a Roman historian, and other writers assert that these 
Hebrews, who were exiles, settled in Glastonbury, and practised Hebrew rites 
The present-day British Israelites abjure the belief in the Trinity, but 
believe in the divinity of Jesus as well as the sanctity of the “ Holy 
Spirit.” They indulge in baptism, and observe the Passover on the Lith 
Nisan, eating unleavened bread.

Iam sorry to see him appear in this guise in his desire to obliterate Purim 
from the Jewish Calendar. We Jews have, as a people, so little of the unbend- 
ing of life—we have such a tragic history with a calendar strewn from end 
toend with records of woe—that it seems to me it would be a thousand pities 
if Purim were not there to relieve the drab monotony. | donot think it 
matters a great deal practically whether the Megillah can be justified as a 
record of exact truth, when we set against this the joyful glee of our 
youngsters—of all ages—as they stamp and knock Haman and enjoy the 
frolies and fun of atrue Purim celebration, And, if Mr. Lewis is to be 
allowed to impeach successfully the Vurim story because it contains a 
narrative out of accord with ethical teaching—well, he cannot logically stop 
at Purim, If, for instance, it was very wicked of the Jews of Shushan to 
turn and rend their enemies, it was not exactly an exhibition of the milk 
of human kindness for Miriam and the Children of Israel to perform a 
timbrel dance over the drowned Egyptians. Mr. Lewis knows, of course, 
the Midrash upon that reeorded event of the Bible which tells of God's wrath 
at the rejoicing over the destruction of His creatures. Yet, Mr. Lewis 
would assuredly not cavil atthe observance of the Passover, because if it 
contains incidents which, judged upon nice ethical standards, are ugly, these 
are overwhelmed by the great immortal lesson of Passover—the lesson opon 
which the rights of human freedom are based.

So it is in a minor sense with Purim. Over all its ethical deformities, if 
you like, there is the invaluable hope for the Jew in the lesson that the 
“govim” may sometimes possibly -note how tentatively I put it—not have 
italltheirown way. For my part, there is one incident recorded in the 
Megillah whieh renders it in. my eyes priceless. It is that which tells of 
Mordecai's message to Esther when she hesitated to go before the king 
because it was contrary to court etiquette: “ Think not with thyself that 
thou shalt escape in the king's house more than all Jews. For, if thou 
altogether holdest thy peace at this time, then shall there enlarge- 
ment and deliverance arise to the Jews from elsewhere; but thou 
and thy father’s house sball be destroved. Who knows that 
thou art not. come to the kingdom for a time such as this?” 
That was a fine saving, and it wants saying ever so badly 
to us Jews to-day! We still talk of the foreign” Jew, of the“ East End” 
Jew, of the “alien” Jew, and think and act as if their troubles are not 
ours, and we are altogether superior persons whom their pains and their 
troubles cannot touch. We still hesitate because of * etiquette” and qood 
form " and all the niceties of convention when we are asked to go before 
“the King "’—even the King Demos— and plead that the wrongs of our people 
may be righted. We still fondly imagine we are safe, whatever may be the 
position of our brother and sister Jews, because we are in “the hing’s 
house " of toleration and of liberty! The burning denunciation imputed to 
Mordecai of the “aloofness” of the Jew—towards the Jew, is just cne of 
those deliverances which can justify the preservation of ever so much, that 
upon ethical or historical grounds may be untenable, ifits elimination means 
the risk of our losing the lesson Mordeeai taught, that the Jewish people is 
one and indivisible. No, Mr. Lewis. We can spare lots, but you must leave 
us the Feast of Lots!

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MAJOR CLAUDE MARKS. 


The death took place last Friday of Major Claude Marks, as the result of 
® serious operation performed last month. Major Marks, who was the 
youngest son of the late Prof. Dr. W. Marks, 
was born in 1863, and received his education 
at University College. He entered the army 
at quite a young age and had a distinguished 
military career. He was only seventeen 
when he saw service in the Sekukuni War 
with Farreira’s Horse; he also took part in 
the Basuto War with Dime’s Rifles, and the 
Warren Expedition with Carrington’s Horse. 
He assisted in organising a company of the 
East Kent Yeomanry in 1900 and took them 
out for service during the South African 
War as captain commanding, being twice 
mentioned in despatches and decorated with 
the D.S.O., for assisting in saving the 
guns at Leeukop. Major Marks was also 
well-known in the City. He married 
Carrie, eldest daughter of Mr, A. Hoff- 
nung, late Charge d'Affaires for Hawaii, 
and leaves two sons, the elder of whom 
bas also embraced a military profession, 
being a lieutenant in the Middlesex Regi- 
ment, whose promotion we recorded last week. 

Major Marks was buried on Monday at Ballspond, with full military 
honours, in the presence of a large gathering of friends whom he had 
endeared to himself by his generous and manly qualities. The chief mourner 
was his elder son, Lieut. Cecil Marks, wearing the uniform of the Middlesex 
Regiment. A detachment of the 4th Battalion of the Highland Light 
Infantry, consisting of six Colour-Sergeants and one Pipe-Major, travelled 
specially from Scotland to take part in the obsequies. There were also 
present Sergeants from the Middlesex Regiment and the Army Service 
Corps. The coffin, wrapped in a Union Jack, and surmounted by the sword 
and medals of the deceased Major, was carried into the mortuary hall, and 
from there to the grave, on the shoulders of the Highland Light Infantry 
detachment. After the coflia was lowered into the grave, the Pipe-Major 
played on the bagpipes the deceased's favourite lament, “ Lochaber No 
More.” The Rev. Isidore Harris, who officiated, delivered the following 
address :— 

It seems like the other day that, standing on this spot.| was called upon to bida 
last farewell to the venerable pastor whose remains we laid to rest among those to 
whom he had given an exceptionally long career of service. Little did 1 think that 
before another year had passed it would fall to me to discharge the same sad duty to 
his youngest son, stricken down by the inscrutable will of Providence in the pleni- 
tude of his powers and the heyday of hishopes. But death is no respecter of age. 
Truly has it been said.that while old men go to it, it comes to the young. He whom 
we are consigning to an early grave was one of the bravest of brave soldiers. He 
had often looked death in the face without flinching, nor did the courage of which 
he had given such conspicuous examples on the field of battle fail him when suffering 
and disease brought their clear warning of his impending end. The incidence of 
pain is a solemn mystery which we try to explain in many ways, but | know of no 
explanation so satisfying as that which suggests itself in the case of sufferers who 
exhibit heroic powers of endurance, and with the determination of setting to others 
an example of patient resignation to the inevitable. It was in that spirit of intrepidity 
ad of generous consideration for others, which was another fine trait in his 
character, that Claude Marks prepared to meet his untimelyend. A Latin poet tells 
us: “ That man is truly brave who, prepared to meet every extremity if is close at 
hand, is also able to wait calmly for its approach.’ A week ago | was praying at 
his bedside. He asked me to read with him the 25rd Psalm. When we 
came to the words, “Though I walk through the valley of the shadow 
of death I will fear no evil,” I was struck by their appropriateness 
to one who bore himself so fearlessly in presence of the King of Terrors. But 
he had selected that psalm because it was the favourite reading of his mother. 
‘to whose memory he remained so deeply attached that, by his special desire, we are 
wurying his ashes close to the spot where she was laid to rest some twenty-eight 
yearsago. They will be carried thither by his comrades-in-arms, who have travelled 
far to show this mark of respect to an honoured officer whose valorous deeds had 
inscribed his name on the rolf of those who have rendered distinguished service 
te their king and country. At a moment like this the living have a claim 
on our thought no iess than the dead. Our hearts go out in all sympathy 
to the dear ones whom he has left behind to mourn the loss of a devoted husband 
and father and brother. We trust that they will be fortified by the example of his 
owa splendid courage, and we pray that in the hour of their need they may be vouch- 
Safed that spiritual comfort which helps us to bear our severest trials with faith in an 
unseen goodness, with confident resignation to the Divine will.

Deputation to M. Stolypin—Unsatisfactory Interview. 


In accordance with the prearranged plan, M. Stolyyin received a Jewish 
deputation, consisting of Baron Ginzburg, State Councillor Rabb; 
Maze and six members of the Rabbinical Commission (the sevent) member 
Advocate Mazor, was absent on account of indisposition), M.Stoly;in with. 
out asking the delegates to be seated) commenced by an inquiry concerning 
the progress of the work of the Conference and the conflict bet. cen the 
Crown and Orthodox Rabbis, “though the orthodox Rabbis,” he id, “ap. 
not recognised by the Government, we still tolerate them, because many of 
them are excellent men. I knew Rabbi Isaac Elchanan (of Kovno a great 
spiritual chief, and I-remember well the good impression that hs meeting 
with the Metropolitan Platon created on everybody.” At this juncture 
M. Poliakoff intervened and made an appeal to the Prenier to 
confirm the decisions of the Conference and to give the Rabbis , 
legal status. M. Stolypin answered that he would consider the reso. 
lutions, and asked the delegates not to introduce political «uvstions. 
Rabbi Zivelson, in the capacity of President of the Commission, made 4 
speech the terms of which had previously received the approval! of his 
colleagues at a special meeting at Baron (Ciiinzburg’s residence. “| am 
pleased,” he said, * to be in a position to tender to you personally th. thanks 
of my associates for your endeavours to improve the spiritual and moral 
condition of our brethren. Your benevolence to us encourages us to hope 
that our material condition will also be ameliorated in the near future, as 
such a change is of the utmost importance to us, We all trust that the 
loyal work of the Rabbis will foster a desire among the Government to 
realise our expectations.” M.Stolypin’s reply was most unsatisfactory. He 
threw all the blame on the Jews for their depressed state. “The Jews,” he 
said, “have greatly damaged their reputation and left sad memories of their 
revolutionary activity. The Bund, and other Jewish organisations, have 
dealt severe blows at the ‘iovernment. Moreover, the young Jews have 
abandoned their religion and acyuired no new ideals, It is impossible for 
such a state of affairs to continne. If you educate your children in the 
spirit of the Law of Moses and teach them loyalty to the throne, the bad 
past will be forgotten, and we may then find ourselves in a josition to 
consider the problem from a different point of view.”

“I cannot make any promises,” intervened M- 
Stolypin, “1 have never made any before and | am not prepared to deviate 
from this course in the future.” With these words the interview, which 
lasted for fifteen minutes, and for which the delegates had tw wait tor (wo 
and a half hours in a hall, came to an end. 


The Work of the Conference. 


The Conference settled the Rabbinical question with a compromise 
Whilst it came to the conclusion that the present Crown Rabbis do no! 
satisfy the needs of the public, and that the status of the Oxthodo, |\abbis 
is abnormal, owing to the fact that they are not recognised by the Govern 
ment, it nevertheless decided that the Oxthodox Rabbis should ac uire a 
knowledge of the Russian language. The latter part of the resoluti::: «oes 
not effect the present Rabbis, who will be able to remain at their posts 
without any additional qualifications. Nor will the Dayonim have to possess 
a knowledge of Russian. Baron Giinzburg demanded that the Rabbis should 
pass a recognised examination. His views were, however, rejected, Wits 
to the vigorous protests of the oxthodox party, who threatened to leave the 
hall. 

The scheme of the Committee for communal organisation will for the 
next item for discussion at the Conference. According to it, all Jewish 
inhabitants of a town will constitute a community which will be governed by 
an elected Council and Executive with the power of collecting contribitions 
towards religions, educational and charitable institutions. In ad: tion, 
each Synagogue will be managed by its own council, which wil! decide 
questions affecting their place of worship.

President Taft on the Russian Passport Question. 


In our issue of the 25th March we reported action taken by the Presi- 
dent of the United States on the subject of the Jewish passport question in 
Russia. In connection with this subject, the Jewish Daily News of New 
York is enabled, by the President himself, to print the following communica- 
tion \ (dressed to him by the Secretary of State :—

ean Mr. Presipent,—In reply to yqur letter of yesterday's date, in regard 
the desire of Messrs. Sarasohn and Son to publish an article on the Jewish passport 
estion in Russia, I beg to say that the question of obtaining from the Russian 
rnment full recognition of American passport without discrimination of the 
faith or race of the citizens to whom they are lawfully granted, has long absorbed 
the attention of this government, and repeated etiorts have been made to induce the 
imperial authorities to recede from or relax the rule by which Jews bearing native 
American passports are excluded from Russia save in exceptional instances of 
specially granted permission. As this exclusion applies to alien Jews of whatever 
nality, and does not specifically discriminate against American citizens, the 
treatment of the question is hedged with difficulties. 
[he late change in the organisation of the Imperial administration on constitu- 
tonal bases has een accompanied with measures looking to the material amelioration 
the restrictions to which Jews have long been subjected in Russia, and among 
measures announced is an Imperial Commission to revise passport regulations. 
far no result in- this direction has been observed—but the recognition of the 
principle involved in opening the question of revision is a hopeful indication, of 
which the American Embassy has been instructed to take all possible advantage and 
press with renewed earnestness for such treatment of American passports as will 
respond to the dictates of mocern sentiment and international law. Instructions in 
this sense have been sent recently to Ambassador Rockhill.

Jews in the Turkish Army. 


[From our Correspondent. | 
SALONICA, 

A Superior Oflicer, referring to the incorporation of Jews in the Turkish 
Army, recently remarked: “ The Jew will be of great utility to us; through 
his intelligence, he will help his comrades of other creeds to acquire more 
promptly the instruction given in military exercises. You will have 
emphatic proof of this in about six months’ time, when after an examination 
the majority of the Jewish soldiers will be advanced to the rank of Corporal.” 
This tribute is borne out on all sides. Jewish soldiers are actually writing 
letters in Turkish and Greek for those of their companions in arms of other 
nationalities, who cannot express themselves in those languages. 

A Jewish recruit has escaped what might have been a severe punish- 
ment. By order of the Minister of the Interior, erroneous entries of dates 
entered on birth certificates of persons eligible for service may be 
| rectified. A young Jew, whose birth was recorded as having taken place in 

1884, declared that he was born two years earlier and was therefore exempt 
from service. He produced as evidence a Hebrew book in which his birth 
| had been noted. An expert, to whom the Recruiting Council referred the 
matter, stated that the date originally written was 1892 and that an altera- 
tion had been made for fraudulent purposes. Happily, irrefutable proofs 
were forthcoming of the accuracy of the young Jew’s assertion. 

Colonel Ezra Bey, who for thirty-three years has served the Turkish 
Government with great devotion, has been appointed Chief Physician of the 
Military Hospital in this country.

Councillor Jacob Moser, of Bradford, whose visit to Palestine has already 
been mentioned in the Jewisu CHronicLe, availed himself of the opportunity 
of his stay at Jaffa to lay the corner stone of the Hebrew Gymnasium, which 
owes its establishment to his munificence. He originally contributed 80,000 
francs for this purpose and soon afterwards incréased his’ gift to 100,000 
francs.

Mr. Roosevelt on Religion in Public Life. 
NAPLES, 

The American ex-President speaking to a Press representative on the 
subject of religion in public life, emphasised the necessity of tolerance of 
opinion in all shades of believers and unbelievers alike. “In my own 
Cabinet,” he said, * there were members of the Jewish, Protestant, and Roman 
Catholic religions. I never questioned them as to their relation with their 
Creator, and only exacted that they should be honest men.” 


Immigration into Turkey. 

According to official statistics, some 5,500 Moslem and Jewish immigrants 
from Russia, Bosnia, Roumania, and the Balkan States have arrived at 
Constantinople and Salonica during the last twelve months. Of these 
2,400 have been or are being provided with lands in the European provinces. 
Some have been settled on Crown lands near Yenidje Vardar and near the 
Greek frontier in Southern Epirus, and the Government has recently spent 
£120,000 on the purchase of lands in Tikvesh, Strumnitza, Kilkitech, Langaza, 
and Katerina districts—the first three Bulgarian, the last Greek centres— 
which are to be divided among Bosniak “ Muhadijirs.” A credit for £T200,000 
has been opened by the Government for the purpose of assisting Moslem 
and Jewish immigrants, but when it is remembered that at least £T200 will 
have to be spent on each family of colonists before it becomes self-support- 
ing, it will be realized that to establish a sufficient number of Moslems and 
Jews in Macedonia to alter the racial “ balance of power” will require the 
expenditure of more money than the Ottoman Government is likely to be 
able to afford for many years to come.—Times, Constantinople correspondent.

HONOURED IN THE BREACH 


OR THE OBSERVANCE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THR “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—The Rev. H. 8S. Lewis, of Manchester, draws the attention of your 
readers to what he considers the greatly exaggerated importance which | 
attached to the contents and message of the Book of Esther in my article of 
the previous week. Mr. Lewis cries anathema at Purim! 
recreative side but nothing else! Well, never mind. He is in the small 
minority. There are still the thousands in Israel who have not yet bowed 
down to Baal and who can extract many a tit-bit of true spirituality, of truly 
Jewish religious joy both from the feast and from the book which authorises it. 

Mr. Lewis hurls against the Book of Esther all the stereotyped argu- 
ments which have been dinned into our ears by the critics ad nauseam. 
just because of. the careless and thoughtless frequency with which these 
arguments are accepted by Jews, that I wrote asl did. I refuse to believe 
that the Book of Esther is anything like as black as it is painted by Mr. 
Lewis and his teachers. They who take this dismal view are usually the 
class of Christian theologians whose stock-in-trade it is to besmirch or 
belittle everything that is characteristically and exclusively Jewish. It is 
a pity that Jews themselves should so often be blindly dragged into their 
track. 

Mr. Lewis challenges my description of Esther as a heroine. Has he ever 
read Grace Aguilar’s portraiture of her in the “ Women of Israel”? The 
gifted authoress found plenty of material for praise in both the inner 
motives and outward acts of the queen. In fact, with the exception of one 
or two minor strictures, her characterisation of Esther is one long panegyric. 
To compare the conduct of Mordecai and Esther to that of the Black 
Hundreds is totally to misread the nature of the struggle which the Jews of 
the time are depicted as having waged. It was a defensive, not an offensive 
war. The Black Hundreds are the blood-thirsty brood of Haman, who in all 
ages sound the alarm of attack against the unoffending Jew. Why should not 
this attack be met ? Mordecai and Esther merely did the work of uprooting 
the evil-doer, making his own violence recoil upon his own head, work which 
the immortal heroes and heroines of all times and faiths havetodo. The 
cessation of the spoiler is part of the Messianic ideal, which doubtless Mr. 
Lewis himself, in common with us all, desires to see consummated. But how 
will it ever be brought about unless the choicer spirits among us put their 
hands to the plough? Of course, the days of Ahasuerus have passed away. 
We will not adopt the drastic measures of that time. But the underlying 
principle is the same. 3 

The subject of Biblical inspiration which Mr. Lewis broaches is too 
large and intricate to form part of a newspaper discussion. One would be 
raising ever so many questions without giving any solutions. Take, as an 
example, the Book of Jonah. Critics place it at the very antipodes of 
Esther. Its teaching is broad, cosmopolitan, heartening to men of all 
creeds, but how about the preliminary tale of the fish? Is that inspired 
or not? If Mr. Lewis does not believe that it is inspired, why does he have 
the whole book read in his synagogue on the Day of Atonement? He 
should use an expurgated, apocopated text only. If Mr. Lewis, however, 
believes that it is inspired, then he falls into the same category with myself. 

Let me only say this in conclusion. I have no definite knowledge on 
the point, but I can conceive it as quite possible that Mr. Lewis and myself 
hold identical views on the question of Biblical inspiration. And yet, in 
spite of this, I maintain that I can quite consistently hold the views I have 
advanced, of the desirability of Purim and the ethical loftiness of the Book 
of Esther.

Sirk,— With all his earnestness and transparent sincerity, the Rev. H. S. 
Lewis's plea for the banishment of the Book of Esther from the synagogue 
is not likely to win many converts. It is not asserted, even by the rabbis, 
that its ethical teaching is of the loftiest standard. At the same time it is 
not so pernicious or depraved as Mr. Lewis would have us assume. Torn 
from its context, and divorced from the circumstances which gave it birth, 
the massacre of large numbers of the enemy has a fierce and bloodthirsty 
outlook about it. Bat when reset in the perspective of prolonged and 
barbarous persecution, of acute anguish endured for many months by a whole 
community, the revengeful spirit displayed by the Jews is seen to be quite 
natural and human, and, if not justifiable, quite excusable. Is it the right of 
the Jew only to suffer, and of his enemies to persecute? Esther's request, 
furthermore, that the massacre may continue another day in Shushan is 
also perfectly excusable in the light of the object she had in view.

The Origin of the Jews. 


PROFESSOR HAUPT’S THEORIES. 


Professor Paul Haupt, Professor of Semities at the John Hopkins 
University, Baltimore, recently delivered a lecture before the American 
Philosophical Society, which contained some remarkable theories concerning 
the origin of the Jews, and criticisms of the Biblical narrative concerning 
which. no doubt, Jewish scholars will have something to say. It is, however, 
dificult nowadays to keep pace with Professor Haupt’s excursions into the 
fields of conjecture and imagination. 

According to a report of the lecture in the New York American, Professor 
Haupt is of opinion that Mount Sinai is not to be sought in the Penins.\s of 
Sinai but is a volcano in the land of Midian, to the north-east of the Red 
Sea. Midian, moreover, is not the name of an Arabian tribe, but describes 
the worshippers of Jehovah in the neighbourhood of Elath, the Edomite port 
in the north-east corner of the Red Sea. Haupt establishes a re).tion 
between the name of Moses’ father-in-law Jethro and that of the Egy) tian 
sun-god Ra, which can also be discerned in the names Potiphera and Io! pha. 
According to the Biblical narrative, Moses was the son-in-law of a pricst of 
On, ie., Heliopolis, the city of the sun-god. Moses is not a personal name 
(does not mean, as stated in Exodus ij., 10, “1 have drawn him out «! the 
water”) but means “ the Redeemer,” and the historic personality und: riying 
the Moses of tradition, must, according to Professor Haupt, have been an 
Edomite,as David and the Jews generally were. The Jewish religiv: ‘5 to 
be attributed to Moses, and Jewish monotheism to Egypt, where it tovk |'5 
rise as a reaction against polytheism. 

Professor Haupt is of opinion that Jewish monotheism could only ) ive 
arisen in a highly-cultured land. About 1350 B.c,. Amenophis IV. endeavored 
to replace polytheism by the cult of the sun-god, but did not succeed. | hie 
priests of this monotheistic cult, however, survived the new reaction, 1) 
the father-in-law of Moses at Heliopolis was probably one of them. 

Jehovah, according to Haupt, was a God of the Edomites and the J» > 
who gathered round David about 1000 B.c., take their origin from them. 
David belonged to the Edomite tribe of Ephrath, and was a native ©! 
Hebron, and not of Bethlehem. The Jews consisted mainly of Edom:'«s; 
but from the time of David, Professor Haupt reckons other tribes, ‘' 
Horites, Canaanites, Ishmaelites, Moabites, Hittites, Amorites, Philis'i:«>. 
Egyptians and Ethiopians. with the Jews, so that they were not a pure 
race, but were composed of Asiatic, African and European elements. 

According to Haupt, the real Jews were never in Egypt, only ‘he'! 
Edomite ancestors about the year 1230 B.c., during the reign of Pharach 
Meneptha. At this time the Israclites were already settled in Palestin: !' 
the neighbourhood of Mount Ephraim. They became almost entirely 
extinct, and mixed with other tribes including the Aryans. The preseot 
Samaritans, Professor Haupt thinks, are the descendants of this inte’ 
mixture. The ancestors of these Israelites came from the meadow-!a'> 
South of Haran in Mesopotamia, and entered Palestine from the North- Kast, 
whereas the ancestors of the Jews who came from Egypt entered Palest''° 
from the South.” 

The name of Sinai, Professor Haupt conjectures, merely denote> 
“covered with Senna bushes.” A cloud hovering above an area covered wit! 
such vegetation would give the impression of the burning bush described in 
Exodus iii., 3.

Religious Instruction in Elementary Schools. 


The report of the Education Officer of the London County Council 
contains some interesting information concerning the religious instruction 
given at the elementary schools under the control of the Council. The report 
states that in twenty-nine schools largely attended by Jewish children a 
special scheme of Old Testament teaching is followed. Mr. Blair adds: 
“ It is curious to note that in a manner these Jewish London County Council 
schools are denominational, not in the positive sense that the religious 
instruction contains denominational elements, but in the negative sense that a 
definite subtraction has been made from what is usually regarded as the 
content of undenominational instruction, and that this subtraction has been 
made out of regard for the particular views of the community involved.” 
On March 31st, 1909, there were seven Jewish non-provided schools at which 
7,100 children were in receipt of denominational religious instruction. The 
report states that the number of withdrawals from religious instruction in 


provided schools is very small indeed and consists nearly wholly of members 
of the Jewish religion.

Helping Jewish Girls in Ametica. 


INTEKVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MISS SADIE AMERICAN 


Executive Secretary of the American Council of Jewish Women 

Not the least distinguished among the notable array of delegates to the 
Jewish International Conference on the White Slave Traflie is Miss Sadie 
American, the able Executive Secretary of the American Council of Jewish 
Women and President of the New York Section. The vreat organisation 
with which Miss American is connected, with its ramifications in two hundred 
and fifty cities of the United States and 
correspondents in important European cen- 
tres, probably does more for the protection 
and assistance of young girls than any other 
body in the world, and it does its work with 
so little fuss and advertisement that few 
people in this «ountry can be aware of its 
activities. To a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE Miss American gave an 
account of the huge work. 


Protecting Immigrant Girls. 

What, our representative asked, do you 
consider your most important work, Miss 
American ? 

“Our work for the protection of immi- 
grant girls. It is that work which has 
brought me over here.’ 

How does the work proceed ? 

“On board ship all Jewish girl emigrants 


are handed a leaflet printed in English, 
German and Yiddish, calling attention to Miss Sadie American. 
the existence of the Council of Jewish 


Women and inviting those girls needing advice or help to seek the assist- 
ance of our port agents—we have officials at New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Boston. The leaflet tells the girls that after landing the 
Council will be pleased to help them obtain facilities for education 
and recreation, and to give aid and advice in sickness, trouble or 
danger. The addresses of our representatives in all the principal cities ot 
the United States are given, and the girls are warned against trusting to 
misleading statements made by irresponsible people. They come over to 
America with all sorts of false notions imbu@i in them by agents or 
relatives.” 
Unravelling the Skein. 

Your port agents must have their bands full ? : 

“They do. Let me give you an instance of the sort of work they do. <A 
woman was going out to her husband in Cleveland, Ohio, about five hundred 
miles from New York. Our immigration laws will not admit any woman who 
is likely to become a public charge, and no woman with children is admitted 
unless her husband ora relative of the first devree, such as a brother, can 
prove that he can take care of her. for some reason the woman had not 
heard from her husband for about six months, and she feared desertion. In 
order to get in, she had induced a friend to pretend he was her husband. 
The immigration officials were suspicious, and the case Was set back for 
special enquiry. We have established such friendly relations with the 
officials that they almost always confer with us. 
facts of the case. She telegraphed to the husband to send on money. He 
came himself, and the woman was admitted. In all probability, had it not 
heen for our agent talking Yiddish to the woman and learning her real 
story, she would have been deported. There are hundreds of cases in which 
we do jast that sort of service which we consider most important. 


Keeping Touch.” 

It appears from the leaflet that your work does not end at the ports ? 

“Far from it. We take the address to which every single girl of from 
twelve to twenty-five that passes through the ports is destined. We have 
correspondents in 250 cities, and particulars of any girl arriving are sent 
to the correspondent, who is asked to visit the girl and send us a report. 
We are thus able to follow up almost every girl that enters the country. 
In a leaflet of instructions to correspondents we say :— 

In the port cities the problem of reaching girls and knowing they are safe is 
comparatively simple of solution. That we may offer the same friendly help to girls 
going to inland cities we have asked your co-operation. We ask you also tg assist 
us in carrying out the purposes expressed in our leafiet, quoted above, and to intro- 
duce the immigrant girl to American Institutions, and to interpret them for her. She 
knows nothing of Public Schools or Settlements. or places where amusement, recrea. 
tion, instruction, employment, may be given without any motive but that of sisterly 
help. She brings from her home where the Jew is persecuted. suspicion ofall such 
offers as hiding a motive inimical to her She particularly fears the official, the 
representative of the Government, wherever he may be seen. Will you not interpret 
these institutions and officers to her so that she may fully understand the best in our 
American life. and may take advantage of its opportunities’ We ask you not only 
to visit the girl for the first time, but also to keep in touch with ber, and to offer such 
friendly aid as may be called for either immediately upon her arrival, or later if she 
may be facing difficulties which she cannot herself solve. 
| am showing the Conference a map which | have prepared showing the 
extent of our work throughout the United States.” 

How many girls do you assist in the course of a year ? 

“In 1908-9 we helped 3,248 Jewish girls in New York alone. 
cent. of the girls arriving do not need our assistance.” 


Relations with the Government. 

You mentioned that your relations with the immigration oflicials are 
very friendlv. Do you maintain cordial relations with other departments ? 

“Yes. Our official machinery is more complicated than yours. We have 
to keep in touch with the city authorities, State Governments and the 
Federal Government, and sometimes one individual case will bring us into 
touch with all these at once. We recently followed up a suspicious case 
of a girl who sabsequently proved to be insane. We kept in touch with her 
when she was under examination at the psychopathic ward of the city 
hospital. when she was transferred to the State asylum, when she was 
reported on by the alienists of the Federal Government, and when she was 
ordered for deportation. We communicated with our correspondent at the 
European port, who received her and saw that she was delivered into 
proper hands.” 

Keeping an Eye on the Steamship Companies. 

Are you on good terms with the steamship companies? 

“ Some of them treat us very well. The Cunard Line have been particu- 
larly nice, and they told us that.we were the first people to concern ourselves 
with deported aliens. We especially look after insane cases. We found that

' the shipping companies were not, as the law required, conveying these 


Our agent unravelled the’ 
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deported cases to their destinations, ie., their final destination, not merely 
the nearest port. We obtained valuable evidence in one case where a father 
was asked to make a four days’ journey to fetch his daughter. He sent the 
letter on to another daughter in New York, who brought it to us. We were 
thus able to approach the Government and obtain redress.” 

A Permanent Record. 

How long do you keep the records of immigrant girls ? 

“No case is ever written off. Sometimes the information on our files 
becomes useful several years after it is entered. Let me give you an 
instance of this. Two girls recently arrived, bound for a small town 
about one-and-a-half hour's journey from New York. This aroused our 
suspicions, as White Slave traffickers sometimes take girls to small towns to 
disarm saspicion and then introduce them into New York. I sent a visitor, 
whom I have trained, to investigate the case. After some difficulty she found 
the girls, and she was overwhelmed with cordiality by a young woman who 
had been helped a long time before. The whole townlet was quite excited 
when it was known to what care and trouble we go to look after girls. In 
this case the two girls were in good hands. The place wasa manufacturing 
town and the girls had suitable employment.” 


Direct Rescue Work. 

What direct rescue work do you do? 

“All our branches are urged to maintain close relations with the police 
and magistrates’ courts, and to make it known that whenever a Jewish girl 
is arraigned the Section stands ready to do whatever may be necessary to 
help the accused or her family, or the prisoner if she be a _ prisoner. 
Girls discharged are carefully looked after and helped to avoid getting into 
trouble. Wehavea home for wayward girls. This work is, of course, of 
extreme difficulty and it is by no means easy to gauge results, but we 


believe we are the means of preventing a great deal of evil and of remedying 
a great deal more.” 


Imagination Iaspiring Philanthropy. 


Miss American had no time to speak in detail of all the other work 
performed by the Council of Jewish Women—work educational, work 
religious, work philanthropic. It has lately taken care of the Jewish 
blind on novel lines, raising the problem of blindness out of the 
domain of charity. The Council is nothing if not original In Miss 
American it possesses a leader whose store of sympathy is on a level with 
a great intellect, that sees through problems to high ideals that point their 
solution. These qualities of heart and mind are welt illustrated in an 
address which she delivered some time ago on “Some uses of the 
imagination in the prevention of tuberculosis." Miss American concluded as 
follows : 

Imagination having realised a healthy, happy, strong and powerful people, we 
must work, consciously and conscientiously, towards this end, through custom and 
law, losing our selfish motives, finding our sacred sanction in that higher patriotism 
that expresses itself not in the power to kill, and in worship as hero of the victor, 
standing with bloody sword over a grave, but in the power to guard and give a life 
true liberty and happiness—-not merely the right to its pursuit—to the meanest 
among us, and such health and strength as shall ‘all no longer for a propaganda of 
prevention, and for no uses of the imagination other than those that shall develop 
further this higher patriotism of health and peace for humanity.

Sin,—l am anxious to associate myself to the fullest extent with the 
letter of my friend “ K. M.” and with that of a“ Surprised Reader” in your 
last issue. 

It is naturally impossible to know whether Lord Swaythling follows the 
course of Hebrew and Religious instruction at the Westminster Jews’ Free 
School. Should his lordship do so, it will te interesting to know how he 
reconciles his feelings as to the malign influence supposed to be exercised 
by Mr. Montefiore in Hanway Place, with the gratifying testimony of no less 
a personage than the examiner in Hebrew and Religion, Dayan Feldman. 


Last November, when apologising for his enforced absence from the prize 
distribution, he wrote :— 


I am pleased to be able to report very favourably upon the work in Hebrew and 
religion accomplished at your school during the past year. The earnestness and 
religious feeling which animate your head teachers are generally reflected in the 
efforts of the staff, and I was delighted to observe the excellent tone which prevails 
throughout the school in regard to the branch of studies which it is my privilege to 
jnspect. 


Such a testimony, coming from a paragon of orthodoxy like the Dayan, 
should satisfy the scruples of Lord Swaythling. It may interest him to know 
that when the hours formerly devoted to Hebrew and religion were curtailed 
by the London County Council, it was mainly through Mr. Montefiore’s 
eff orts that additional classes after school hours for instruction in these 
subjects were initiated, in order that they should not suffer. ‘These facts 
speak for themselves, and it is only a duty I am fulfilling in defending Mr. 
Montefiore from most uncalled for attacks that prompts me in writing to 
you, for a more unselfish, liberal-minded man in all connected with school 
work I have never known, and I think the community will bear me out in my 
assertion, and know how to discriminate between good work well done and 
an exhibition of blind prejudice that can only recoil upon the personage who 
employs it.

London Jewish Hospital Association. 


ANNUAL MEETING, 


The third annual meeting of the London Jewish Hospital Ass. -jation 
was held on Monday evening at the Aldgate Baths, Goulston Street. Mr 
I. BERLINER, the General President, was in the Chair. | 

In giving a resume of the years work the CHAIRMAN said that he 
was glad to be able to report very satisfactory progress, and eferred 
particularly to the great headway the scheme had made in the » ast six 
months under the treasurership of Dr. A. Gaster. There had boo ap 
appreciable increase in the membership, and £160 had been realise: in the 
last two manths from the saleof emblems. The work was becoming ~« heay 


that it was intended to obtain the services of a paid Secretary ‘ud 
addition to the present indefatigable Honorary Secretary, Mr. N. Jacobowit, 
—and to rent an office in the East End, to be known as the Central Onicve of 
the Association. He paid a tribute to the work of their late Vice. President, 
Mrs. Levy, who had been obliged to relinquish her duties on account 
of failing health and advancing years. Mrs. Levy had been one 


of the pioneers of the movement, and much of the sucerss that 
it had obtained was due to her efforts. By a unanimous voir, Mrs. 
Liebster. President of the East End ladies branch, had been «lected 
in her stead. He also commended the work of the various branches and 
singled out for special praise the fine work put in by the juvenile branches 
in the East Ead and Dalston. Their thanks were due to Mrs. Gasi«r, the 
wife of their Treasurer, who was forming a branch in the North-West of 
London. In spite of the opposition they still received in some quarters, jt 
was their intention to forge along undaunted, He moved the adoption of 
the balance-sheet. 

Mrs. Ligustrer, in making an appeal for more support, advanced many 
reasons for the establishment of a Jewish Hospital for the East End. 

Mr. N. Jaconowrrz, in seconding the adoption of the balance-sheet, gave 
a detailed account of the income and expenditure. 

Dr. A. GASTER, who was received with loud applause, said that as one of 
the officers, he thought it was his duty to reaffirm to the community at 
large their determination to establish a Jewish Hospital, being convinced 
that it was an urgent necessity. He thought it was out of sheer crass 
ignorance that some people opposed the scheme. He asserted that the present 
hospital accommodation for the poor Jews of London was totally inade uate, 
and that one of the advantages of a Jewish Hospital would be to 
relieve the pressure of both the in and out-patients’ departments on 
the other hospitals of London. A strong point in favour of the estab- 
lishment of an institution such as they proposed building, was that it 
had received the endorsement and approval of practically the entire medica! 
profession who could appreciate the difficulties that beset the poor Jew who 
was not familiar with the language of his adopted country. He was of 
opinion that once the Hospital was in existence people who now heli aloot 
would give unstintingly to it,so that it might not be hampered through 
lack of fands. He asked whether Mr. Leonard Cohen's appeal at tile 
annual meeting of the Jewish Board of Gaardians for the establishment of a 
home for the dying did not apply more forcibly to a hospital. He referred 
to Mr. L. J. Greenberg's appeal at the same meeting for the establistiment of 
a Jewish hospital, and deprecated the attitude taken up by Mr. Beddington 
and his unjust criticism of the noble work of the Manchester Jewish 
Hospital. People had maintained that the erection of a Jewish hos) ita! tor 
London would arouse ill-feeling against us by our Christian neighbowrs. He 
thought all that was so much moonshine. Was the community less liked 
because it had established its own Board of Guardians, its maternity 
wards, its creches and nursing institutions, when all these facilities 
were also provided by their Christian friends of this country? n the 
contrary, the Jewish community would be admired for its eflvrts to 
cater for its‘ own sick and poor out of its own coffers. |) time 
they would receive support from all sections of the community, if for 
no other reason but to take away thousands of the Jewish poor from the 
baneful influence of the missionary halls, where Jews were compelled to sit 
hours at a stretch to listen to sermons, which were revolting to them, 
order to receive free medical advice. In conclusion, he emphasised tlic fact 
that by the creation of a Jewish Hospital, no other hospital need fear that 
the Jews would in any way withdraw their support, as the Jews !y (heir 
nature were so charitable, that, although supporting at present fifty purely 
Jewish institutions, they contributed to numerous non-Jewish cliirities. 
(Cheers.) 

Mrs. GASTER paid a warm tribute to the honorary officers of the Associa 
tion, and specially referred to the labours of the President, Mr. I. |:rliner, 
and the Hon. Secretary, Mr. Jacobowitz. She appealed to them to ut fort h 
of their best on behalf of he movement. 

Mr. MORRIS MYERS also dwelt on the great necessity of Jewish 
Hospital in the East End of London. He hoped that the Jews of London 
would rally round the noble cause, would help their suffering corelig:on!s 
and that a Jewish Hospital would soon be built, if not so mach t. treat 
Jewish patients—and English patients would not be turned away— bt that 
it might be a training ground for students. 

After other speakers had addressed the meeting, the balance-sh««'t 4 
carried and thanks were accorded the Chair and the speakers.

\esterday week, at Steinway Hall, under the direction of Mr. David 
Goodman. a suecessfal concert was given by Herr bk.

Later in the evening, the artist roused his audience to 
enthusiasm with two excerpts from his own suite “ Moods”; these were 
“Revenge.” a poignantly emotional sketch, faintly reminiscent of 
Tartini's “ Trillo Del Diabolo,” and “ Imagination,” a melodious contrast to 
the former, in which double stopping and muted harmonics are used with 
beautiful effeet (in M. Zacherewitsch's hands). “doy was given as an 
encore, and it is to be regretted that M. Zacherewitsch refuses to publish 
them. M. Joseph Winogradoff, who was unable to appear, was replaced by 
Mir.

On Monday evening, at Queen's Hall, the London Symphony Orchestra, 
conducted by Sergius Kussewitzky, gave admirable renderings of Beethoven's 
“Egmont” Overtureand Eighth Symphony, renderings characterised by virility 
and a rhythm for which Mr. Kussewitzky should be world-famous. Even these 
qualities, however, could not save a new “Pocme de l'extase,” by Scrialini, 
from appearing vague in outline and weak in effect, though excellently 
performed. This was one of two works new to London, of which the other, 
a concerto in D major, by Philip Emanuel Bach, made decidedly the more 
favourable impression. This was written for viols and wind but has been 
re-scored by M. Steinberg for strings in five parts and wind, the Cor Anglais 
replacing the second oboe used in the original score. It contains an emotional 
Andante in nine-eight time and effective opening allegro and fucue in the 
finale, which altogether should entitle it to repetition, as a very beautiful 
example of Philip E. Bach's style.

If he was brought up to respect the Sabbath, and then on entering a new 
land hud to throw off his most sacred religious ideals, his whole moral 
personality was destroyed, his whole character degenerated. Throughout 
Russia the Jewish Colonisation Association was regarded as responsible for 
the «-rrible state of things in Baenos Ayres. The Ica was at fault to this 
extent. They set up a colony on a small and insuflicient scale, the approach 
to which was through Buenos Ayres, one of the gayest towns in the world. 
What beeame of those people, many of whom were girls and women who 
were rejected at the ports’ There was nothing more un-Christian 
in the world than an Aliens Bill. The only thing they could 
effectively do—and that was very -little—was to found Committees 
of the kind proposed by the mover of the resolution, but he 
would not have those Committees simply limited to that work, 
He would saggest that the opportunity be taken of interfering with emigra- 
tion at large. In every town let there be a Jewish centre for information 
and guidanee. They must go to the roots of the emigration question if they 
wished to save many of their girls. Further, the proposition of Dr. Maretsky 
seemed to him out of order. They had no power to move that all the Jewish 
Protection Associations throughout the world should unite. All they could 
do was to vote that a general international Council should be formed to deal 
with the project, which Council should deal with emigration generally. In 
that work his own Organisation would be glad to assist. 

The Cuter RAbst expressed his regret that Mr. Zangwill should have 
introduced a note of disharmony by making a charge against Jewish 
orthodoxy. The fact of there being a separate synagogue for those unfor- 
tunate sinners was very extraordinary evidence in favour of orthodoxy, 
The orthodox congregations boycotted those people, but they were still 
anxious to offer up prayer, and it was a matter of congratulation that they 
were not lost to all sense of religion. It was extremely difficult to enter 
into the thoughts of those poor people. 

Jaron ALEXANDER GiNzBURG did not agree that it was desirable to 
establish a General Committee. 

Herr Pau Lasker (Hamburg) emphasised the need for co-operation. 

Mr. C. G,. MONTEFIORE thought that Mr. Zangwill,as well as Dr. Maretsky, 
attempted too much. It was by limiting their work that they in England had 
achieved the comparative success which Mr. Zangwill admitted. He greatly 
feared no good would result from Mr. Zangwill’s suggestion that the pro- 
posed Committees should also charge themselves with emigration questions. 
A great deal of overlapping would result. He welcomed the proposition to 
collect together all the material that existed in the different countries. It 
might also be of use for the various Committees to appoint delegates who 
from time to time might meet, but to establish a permanent international! 
Jewish Committee constituted a difficulty. It would be unwieldy and unable 
to meet often. From a practical point of view a certain part of Dr. 
Maretsky’s recommendations should be left to the National Committees to 
carry out as best they could. The Conference should limit itself to a central 
point to which all information should be sent. 

Mr. ZANGWILL explained that he was not attacking Jewish orthodoxy. 
He only pointed to the fact that orthodoxy was so badly taught by the Rabbis 
that it was possible for people to think they were fulfilling their religion, 
when there was such a terrible contradiction between every real precept of 
relizgion and the ritaal performances in which they took such delight. 

Vrailein PAPPENH&IM said that an international Jewish organisation 
would not answer, as it would not be looked upon favourably by the Galician, 
Russian or Roumanian authorities. She hoped to see unsectarian committees 
established everywhere.

economic conditions among their brethren in Eastern Europe. They must 
resolutely punish the evil-doers and effectually warn those who might become 
their victims. How could that be done? They knew that agents of those 
vile traflickers induced Jewish girls to leave their homes under the pretence 
that they would obtain remunerative situations in other countries. In many 
instances the villains offered them marriage. Ignorant and credulous parents 
imagined that their daughters’ future had been secured and lent a too 
willing ear to the representations of those miscreants. They did not trouble 
to enquire into the matter and antecedents of the suitors. They were in 
total ignorance of the existence of the trade with its wide ramifications. It 
was, therefore, their bounden duty to spread fall information upon the sulb- 
ject as widely as possible. That could be effected’in two ways—firstly, by 
communicating with rabbis of Eastern Europe, and asking them to bring the 
facts to the knowledge of their communities; secondly, by means of the 
Press. Statements exposing 
THe HORRORS OF THE TRAFFIC 


should appear from time to time in the Hebrew and Yiddish papers published 
here, in Russia, Roumania and Galicia. Probably they had seen the articles 


on the White Slave Trafic in M. A. P., and the letters thereon by public men 
expressing their conviction that such exposure and denunciation could not 


fail to be attended by beneficial results. Similarly, publicity should be 
given to the dangers attendant upon illegal marriages and divorce. He 
could, of course, only speak authoritatively upon that matter, in so far as it 
related to this country. He had been informed by an expert on Russian law 
that in Russia there was neither civil marriage nor civil divorce. Hence,he 
took it that there was no such thing as a Stille Chupah in that country, 
and when a couple came here and produced a Kesubah, he assumed and 
made it a rule that they had been legally married, and did not think it right 
that they should again go through a form of marriage here. The provisions of 
the marriage laws of England had, of course, to be complied with here in order 
to constitute a marriage, entirely and perfectly valid beyond cavil. Unfor- 
tunately, eases came before the Beth Din from time to time,in which persons 
—as a rule recent immigrants—went through a form of religious marriage 
without having given the statutory notice to the Superintendent-Registrar, 
and without applying to him (the Chief Rabbi) for the authorisation of their 
religious marriage as a guarantee that both the Jewish and civil require- 
ments would be fulfilled. The reason for that abstention was, in many 
instances, that there was a former marriage which had not been dissolved, and 
which, therefore, formed an insuperable impediment; or that there was a 
relationship between the parties prohibited by English law but not pro- 
hibited by Jewish law. In a few instances the action was due to unwilling- 
ness or inability to pay the marriage fee, but as the amount was very small, 
not exceeding ten shillings and sixpence, and could be remitted on applica- 
tion to the Overseers of the United Synagogue, when absolute poverty was 
proved, the plea could not be held valid. In many instances the man was 
desirous of evading the responsibilities which a legal marriage entailed, and 
to use the form of marriage as a means to entrap and to deceive a poor 
ignorant girl. The Board of Deputies from time to time issued notices 
warning people of the danger of such clandestine unions, but it seemed 
advisable that taking part in such Stille Chupahs should be made a 
punishable offence by law. According to the Marriage Act, a person who 
solemnised a marriage at which the statutory provisions had not been 
complied with, was guilty of felony. That provision, however, did not apply 
to Jewish marriages. It was greatly to be desired that the help of the 
Legislature should be invoked with the view of such exception being 
eliminated, Illegal divorces, he regretted to say, were of frequent occurrence 
here, due to the action of some foreign rabbis who had settled in this 
country. Those practices were a fruitful source of immorality, productive 
of much misery and 
A CONTRIBUTORY CAUSE TO THE VILE TRAFFIC, 

The Board of Deputies, Lord Rothschild, in his capacity as President of the 
United Synagogue, and he himself had warned the Rabbis repeatedly of the 
danger attendant upon those practices, but with scant success. He proposed, 
therefore, when called upon to give evidence before the Royal Commission

imposed upon the Beth Din to grant Get after the civil dissolution of a 
marriage, so as to enable the parties to re-marry religiously. Another 
fruitfal contributory cause to the great evil was the too frequent desertion 
of wives. That unhappy fact was attributable in the main to unemployment 
and slackness of trade and the consequent inability on the part of the 
bread-winner to maintain those dependent upon him. But it also resulted 


from a far too lax conception of the sanctity of the marriage tie and all the |

The evillay so deep that it could not 
be touched by outward agencies. The real source of it was, on the one hand, 
the weakening of the religious bond which kept the people in a moral 
atmosphere for so many centuries, and, on the other hand, a tremendous and 
appalling poverty, which was beyondimagination. It was only by alleviating 
the misery that they could prevent the “ falling ” before the “fall,” and the 
question of marriage should be brought home to the people as a 
sacred tie and bond which could not be broken by any means whatsoever. 

Dayan HYAMSON explained that illegal marriages were the. result of 
illegal and clandestine divorces. Many years ago in London it was not so, 
but in the last eight years he had come across a large number, the conse- 
quence of illegal Gittin. Some rabbis who came from abroad and cranted 
Gittin desisted when it was pointed out to them that it was contrary to 
the law of the land, but persuasion was quite thrown away on those who 
called themselves rabbis but were unattached to a congregation. The law 
could not touch them. 

Mr. H. LANDAU was of opinion that the problem was not to be solved by 
palliatives, by action against procurers, or by moralinfluence. They did not 
strike at the root of the evil. They dealt not with causes but with 
results. When every allowance had been made for the weaknesses of human 
nature, it would still be found that the large majority: of women were 
forced upon the streets by sheer necessity. He recommended the establish- 
ment of more marriage portion societies. Every Jewish girl born could, on 
the application of her parents, be -crédited with a small amount—say £1 — 
which, by the time the girl arrived at marriageable age would have increased 
to about lo, which would be considered a handsome dowry in Russia or 
Roumania, 

Mr. B.S. STRAUS was afraid that Jews not only in this country but else- 
where were rather frightened of entering into yuestions of legality when 
they thought it interfered with some written or unwritten law that was 
purely of a religious character. He was only too delighted to think that the 
Chief Rabbi had suflicient courage to come forward and to give most 
valuable evidence before the Divorce Commission which was now sitting. 
He hoped Dr. Adler would be backed up by the whole of the community, 
because that evidence would be of the utniost value to the question they 
were dealing with. They must insist upon the Jewish community of this 
country carrying out the law of the land in which they lived (The Haham :— 
* So long as it is not contrary to the law of God”). If it was contrary to the 
law of God, they could get the law of the land altered, and it was their 
bounden duty to endeavour to do so. If they did not encourage by fees and 
otherwise wicked rabbis of the worst type (oh! oh!) 


The HAHAM (interposing): | appeal to the Chairman to ask the speaker 
to withdraw that remark. 

Mr. STRAUS (continuing) said he would withdraw anything which hurt 
his friend's feelings, but they knew cases of men who were using religious 
rites for the purpose of discrediting their coreligionists in different parts of 
the world. 

Mr. 8. Couen said that in the course of recent enquiries he was struck 
by the fact that parents frequently knew nothing of the lives of their 
children. Asa result, they got an insight into immoral life, and they had to 
consider how they could get the parents to take a greater interest in their 
own children. 

Dr. A. KAMINKA (Vienna) thought stronger laws should be made with 
regard to Kasubah and Gittin. It would be advisable to eall a con- 
ference of Rabbis to discuss the matter amongst themselves. 

The Rey. Dr. SALIs DaicHes (Sunderland) said that fortunately the term 
“ White Slave Traffic” was an unknown quantity among the Jews of the 


North of England, owing probably to the better economic conditions in which 
the Jewish communities there were situated. 


Miss AMERICAN expressed the opinion that Mr. Landau’s proposal would 
have no beneficial effect, rather the contrary. 

Dr. MARETSKY also pointed out several dangers in regard to Mr. Landau’s 
proposition. 

Frau LILIEN spoke in favour of a synod of Rabbis to discuss the question. 


The following recommendations, moved by Mr. 8. Conen on behalf of the

6. That the Committees be recommended to keep a watchful eye on alladvertise- 
ments concerning young girls, and that they use every possible means to induce 
parents and guardians to make strict enquiries through the Committees when 
marriage or situations abroad are offered to their daughters.

The Right Hon, HERBERT SAMUEL, M.P., proposed “ The Cause.” He said 
that the English people felt it no small honour that delegates had come— 
some of them from long distances—to this country to join in the Conference. 
Those delegates found in England a society, the Jewish Association for the 
Protection of Girls and Women, which had been labouring now for nearly a 
quarter-of-a-century with energy and success to promote the cause 
they had at heart. They found the Jewish community at this moment 
taking a leading part in the efforts being made to suppress the hateful 
trallic. They found that members of the Jewish community were now 
amongst the foremost in framing the new legislation which would be 
necessiry to strengthen theexisting law. It had been the boast of the English 
Jewish community that they were able in large measure to support their 
own poor—and a good many others as well. (Laughter.) Now the Jewish 
community had the ambition that it should also be able to suppress its own 
criminals and perhaps some others too. They found further a Government 
which, whether it be Liberal or Conservative, was keenly sympathetic with 
the cause they had at heart. 

THE ENGLISH GOVERNMENT 

had always taken a foremost part in international efforts to suppress the 
White Slave Traftic. He could confidently assure them that at the present 
time His Majesty's Ministers were keenly anxious to do what lay in their 
power (o assist the movement in which they were engaged. (Cheers.) They 
found in England also a parliament, which at all times was ready to con- 
sider |: a very sympathetic spirit legislation with that object.

Whilst a general 
society might appeal to the whole public and try and draw from it 
those who were most sympathetically inclined, yet no cause was wise in its 
own generation if it did not also endeavour to enlist the work and 
sympathies of persons who were already united. They had undoubtedly a 
source of strength in their religious and racial connection with the whole 
of the Continent. He believed they could bring a great amount of strength 
into the work from the mere fact that they were already united with corres- 
pondents and friends strongly sympathetic all over the Continent of Europe, 
if notallovertheworld. There wasno place where they could not go in the 
strength of their religion. The Jewish Association and the National Vigilance 
Association had been working together now for over twenty years, side by 
side and heart to heart, united in the broad cause of humanity. 

Mr. W. A. Coote (Secretary of the National Vigilance Association) also 
responded. He said that the evil against which they had to combat was 
deep-rooted, and their one hope of a successful issue was co-operation, 
irrespective of creed, race or nationality. 

The Rev. S. FRIEDEBERG proposed the health of the Chairman, who, in 
responding, said that the real brunt and burden of the work had been borne 
almost exclusively by Mr. A. R. Moro, assisted by the oflicers of the Jewish 
Association, and especially Mr.S. Cohen, the Secretary ; and Mrs. Harrison, 
the Assistant Secretary.

BOOKS REVIEWED. 
A Liberal Jewish Monthly. 


My somewhat cryptic reference to yet another forthcoming periodical 
has caused a crow ileal of currosity, and in response Ta) several enquiries I 
see no reason why further information should be withheld. 

The “ Liberals” of various countries have long felt that they are 
inadequately provided with literary organs. And this is quite natural. A 
newspaper tends to represent the “ Moderates,” those who stand between 
the extremes ; and as this class includes the majority the tendency is as 
just as it is inevitable. In Germany, Dr. Seligmann, of Frankfort-on-the 
Main, was first in the new field with his Liberales Judentum, which has 
often been noticed sympathetically in these columns by another hand than 
mine. 

But there is still no organ of Liberal opinion in English. During recent 
months very much interest has been aroused in the Liberal movement in this 
country. Bat there can be no doubt as to the inconvenience and even 
danger caused by the absence of a Liberal organ. There has been on the 
one side inadequate understanding, and on the other inadequate explanation. 
The more the Liberal position is understood the more will it be seen to be a 
constructive and salutary re-inforcement of the common Judaism of us all. 
The fears of many are undoubtedly exaggerated. Be this as it may, it 
cannot be asserted that so far the Jewish Religious Union has been in a 
position to present its case in a sympathetic atmosphere, 

Curiously cnough, the Liberals of America are in much the same case. 
There are one or two Liberal Jewish newspapers in the United States, but 
these are either local or personal. American no less than English Liberals 
fee! that they ought to have a periodical in which they can expound, defend, 
and justify their views. I, for one, can support this claim because I have 
always supported the efforts of other parties to give expression to their 
opinions and ideals. | welcome a new Zionist monthly as cordially as ldoa 
new Liberal monthly. Of course Liberalism and Zionism are not inconsistent 
ideals. There are Zionists among the members of the Jewish Religious 
Union, and even among its lead rs. 

For some time back the publication of a Liberal Jewish monthly has been 
considered, and the plan is now certain to be achieved. A competent editor 
has been found in De. M. Epstein, and a strong Advisory Board has been 
constituted. This Advisory Board includes representatives of various 
phases of Liberalism. It contains moderate reformers like the Chancellor of 
the Chautauqua, Dr. H. Berkowitz, of Philadelphia; Dr. D. Philipson, of Cin- 
cinnati; and Dr. Seligmann,of Frankfort. The radicals are represented by 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, of Chicago, and Dr. Stephen Wise, of New York. Further. 
to emphasise the international character of the proposal, Rabbin L. Levy, of 
Paris, is one of the Advisers, while English liberalism is represented .by Dr. 
A. Wolf, of Harrow, Mr. C. G. Montefiore, of London, and Mr. I. Abrahams, 
of Cambridge. This Board is not final, and additions to it may be expected. 

Notes and News. 

For the new edition of the “Encyclopzedia Britannica,’ which is in a 
forward condition, the Jewish articles have all been re-written. Professor 
W. Bacher, Mr. Lacien Wolf, and Mr. |. Abrahams have done the bulk of the 
work. The last-named has not only written a sketch of Jewish history from 
the year 155 till the present day, but has contributed more than 100 
biographies. Most of the Old Testament articles have been written by Mr. 
Stanley Cook, and to Mr. J. H. Hart bas been entrusted the Hellenistic 
period, Mr. Herbert Loewe has contributed a biography of Maimonides. 

In 1877, Professor Hermann Cohen, of Marburg, published his great work 
on kant’s Ethics (“Kant’s Begriindung der Ethik”). A second edition, 
enlarged and revised, has just appeared in Berlin (Bruno Cassirer, price 15s.). 

The American Jewish Pablication Society will, at some not too distant 
date, issue the “ Book of Delight” by Mr. I. Abrahams. The volume will 
include several papers, that on Zabara’s Hebrew tale giving a title to the 
whole. Among the contents will also be “ Jewish Wavfaring Life in the 
Middle Ages,” “A visit to Hebron,” “ The Solace of Books,” “ Marriages 
are Made in Heaven,” and “ Hebrew Love Songs.”

Mr. Joseph Wolinskiis a son of the Rev. A: D. Wolinski, of the Great Syna- 
gogue, Sydney. For many years and until his departure for Europe, he was 
leading tenor of the choir. He served an apprenticeship to decorative art 
and studied art at the Art Society of New South Wales.

The annual meeting of the Central London Branch of the Ito will be 
held next Sunday, at the Board Room of the Western Synagogue, St. Alban’s 
Place. Mr. Lucien Wolf, President of the Branch, will be in the Chair, 
supported by Major-General Sir Alfred Turner, K.C.B., Mr. H. M. Kisch, C.S.L, 
Mr. Myer 8S. Nathan, LL.D., and others. 


The Rassian Finance Ministry bas published in its “ Tariff Collection ” 
the full details of the concessions made to the Ito Emigration Department, 
which surpass any concessions ever granted hitherto to any Jewish society 
in Russia, involving, among other things, a reduction of the fares to one- 
fourth. The following are the chief points of interest in the elaborate 
official statement : 

REDUCED TARIFF 
4th March, 1910. 

From April ist, 1910. until revoked, Jewish emigrants who leave Russia through 
the Jewish Emigration Association, as well as their luggage. are carried from all 
Russian railway stations that use the general passengers tariff, to the stations of St. 
Petersburg, Reval, Riga, Libau, Wirballen, Grajewo, Mlawa, Alexandrowo, 
Sosnowice, Granitza, Radziwillow, Woloczysk, Nowoselitzy, Ungeni, Reni, Odessa, 
Nigolayev, Sebastopol. Mariupol, Taganrog, Novorossisk, Poti and Batum. at the 
Emigrants’ Tariff No. 5 of 1909, as published in No. 2059 of the Collection of Tariffs 
(included under No. 30 in part 1. of the Reduced Tariff’s Code No. 7,309, General 
Tariff No 1,925) or at such a Tariff as may be established in its place later on, while 
retaining the following conditions :— 


The Emigrants Tariff does not apply to Jewish emigrants returning from 
the ports and frontier stations. 
2. Persons wishing to avail themselves of the above reductions must produce 
before the Stationmaster at their departure an authenticated certificate in due form. 
Note,— Luggage belonging to such Jewish emigrants may be carried at the same 
reduced Tariff even separately from the emigrants’ parties, subject to the 
production of the same authenticated certificates. 
3. The Jewish Emigrants at the reduced Tariff a:e transported in third-class 
passengers’ Carriages, or in covered goods’ carriages fitted up according to the 
military model, or on such a model as resembles the military model of 1885.

Tbe Infirmary Visiting Committee of the Mile End Guardians reported 


at their last meeting that they had under consideration a letter from the ' 


United Synagogue asking the Guardians to provide kosher meat for the 
Jewish patients in the Infirmary. Having enquired as to the practice in 
other East End Unions, “ and having regard to the fact that the recovery of 
patients may be retarded owing to the food supplied to them being pre- 
pared in a way contrary to their principles,’ the Committee recommended 
that kosher meat be provided for Jewish patients. The Board agreed to the 
Committee's recommendation. 

The motza invasion has begun. It seems that we are on the verge of 
an interesting fight for supremacy, a fight in which the combatants are four 
varieties of the brittle biscuit-—-the Leeds motza, the English motza, the 
German, and the product from Cincinnati. The latter is square of shape and 
convenient in size. In point of palatability the Eaglish motza certainly 
takes first place, but it seems that the poorer class in the East End plamp 
for the German or Leeds varieties because of their comparative cheapness. 
The Cincinnati motzas are gaining many adherents, and I am told that there 


has been a fair demand all the year round for these glorified cracker 


biscuits. 


A special commissioner has been going the rounds endeavouring to 


ascertain what are the dying industries of the East End and why they 
are gradually becoming extinct. The Commissioner's investigations have 
provided much material of interest to those who are concerned with the 
industrial position of this country. Incidentally, they have elicited more 
than one unexpected tribute to the efficiency of the alien workman. A 
cabinet-maker in the Bethnal Green Road stated that increased importations 
of wholly or partly-manufactured foreign goods had caused a diminution in 
the number of men employed in the trade. The British workman, likewise, 
had suffered from the inflax of aliens in the neighbourhood. “ Burt.” he 
observed, “I have nothing whatever to say against Jewish workmen, 
many of whom I employ myself for certain branches of my work. I have 
always found them industrious and thrifty.” His remarks had been borne 
out by others engaged in that and kindred industries. 

A living-picture proprietor with an eye to varied fare, advertises as his 
special attractions “ Nick Carter, the Detective,” and **The Life of Moses,”’ 
both calculated to educate and elevate the young idea.

The butcher moves briskly along the crowded 
pavement, regardless of the clothes and susceptibilities of the passers-by. 
When a barrow is available for a modest twopence, it is surprising that this 
vehicle is not more frequently requisitioned,

Wood, of Rica's Retreat, is quite ready for us, and only wants @ day 8 notice, and 
the Old Bovs are quite ready to act as stewards of the course as last year rhe 
Jewish Athletic Association oflicials often show little consideration for competitors. 
Did it oceur to them that hot weather is to be expected at the end of May, the roads 
will be swarmed with cyclists and motorists, and the consequent dust willadd a great 
danger to a pack of about forty runners When the Jewish Athletic Association 
arrange these things it would be as well for them to confer with a few likely com 
petitors for practical suggestions For instance, last vear I objected to the Jewish 
Athletic Associations proposed course, and 1 picked the Epping route, went down 
there and made arrangements about dressing.

Tell-es-Safi. 


The exeavation of Tell-es-Safi has vielded results 
of the highest value. Four strata of debris have 
been discovered in this mound—a _ pre-lIsraclite 
stratum on the rock earlicr than the lowest stratum 
at Tell Zakarivah, a later pre-Israclite stratum, a 
stratum coinciding with Jewish times, and 3 
Crusading stratum. It appears, therefore, to have 
had a continuous history from the eighteenth to the 
fourth century B8.C., when it was deserted until the 
time of the Crusaders. 

There is no need to specify the various objects 
found in these different strata, but special reference 
must be made to the fact that Dr. Bliss has un- 
covered what appear to be the remains of an old 
Canaanitish temple or high place with three stand- 
ing stones or menhirs, surrounded by a rude 
enclosure made of mud and rabble. The stones are 
set in a line directly east and west. They are ver) 
rude, and vary in height from six to eight feet. We 
know that on these stones or “pillars” libations of 
blood, milk, honey, oil or water used to be poured. 
Very few such pillars have been found west of the 
Jordan, as they were practically all destroyed |y5 
Hezekiah and Josiah. In all probability this 
particular temple had become buried in the debris 
of Tell-es-Sati ln fore Hezekiah'’s time. 

A jar-handie stamp has also been found among 
the pottery of Tell-es-Safi. It contains two lines of 
Hebrew writing, separated, as in many Hebrew 
Seals, by two parallel bars. The Hebrew has been 
deciphered to read ?N8'"" “PE , * Belonging to the 
stalls or stables of Jahuel.” 

l eannot bringthese articles to a close without 
referring to the immense debt of gratitude under 
which we Jews labour to the Palestine Ev ploration 
Fund, to whose public spirited labours We owe so 
much of the light which in modern times has been 
shed on the Land and the Book.

AUNTIE’'S CHAT. 


Of all the bygone masters of the Holy Tongue, 
whose fame has been handed down to us through the 
hoary mists of centuries, the name of Rashi is 
amongst the most familiar.. Every Jewish boy and 
girl knows that he wrote a famous commentary on 
the Five Books, and on many other of the books of 
Holy Writ. He wrote also an explanation of the Tal- 
mudie writings. Perhaps you may not know, however, 
that although he lived from 1040 to 1105, so highly 
were his commentaries on the Bible esteemed in the 
outside world, that they were translated by Christian 
scholars of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
into Latin, and have also been translated into 
German, His lectures attracted all the scholars of 
his age from Germany and from France, and his 
lecture-room at Troyes was always crowded by eager 
disciples whose aflection and veneration he won by 
the sweetness of his temper and his profound 
knowledge. 

I remember telling you a long time ago, a legend 
of Rashi’s journey to Barcelona to discover the man 
destined to be his companion in Paradise. Here ig 
another story of him, which will bring before your 
eyes the stirring, if far-off, times in which he lived. 

You will, no doubt, remember reading in your 
history book of the Crusades, those great military 
expeditions of the Middle Ages undertaken by the 
nations of Europe, for the purpose of rescuing 
Palestine from the hands of the Mohammedans. You 
will, perhaps, have heard that they were eight in 
number, the first four being called the Principal 
Crusades and the latter the Minor Crusades. Before 
the regular armies of the Crusaders were ready to 
move, a mixed concourse gathered about Peter the 
Hermit, one of the priests who had aroused the 
people to the Crusade, and indaced him, with the aid 
of a poor knight named Walter the Penniless, to 
place himself at the head of the multitudeand march 
towards Palestine. But disaster overtook them. 
They set out for Constantinople by way of Germany 
and Hungary and thousands of their numbers fell in 
battle with the natives of the countries through 
which they passed, while still more perished from 
hunger and exposure. Those that crossed the 
B sphorus were surprised by the Turks and almost 
all were slaughtered. 

Meanwhile the disciplined armies were being 
gathered in the West of Kurope, and their expedition 
is known as the First Crusade. The armies consisted 
of about 300,000 men, many of whom were full-mailed 
knights, and they were commanded by the two 
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
